Any scheme that would reduce the 
high cost of living and that would sup­ 
ply the health-giving, energy-promoting 
vitamins should b e of vital Interest to 
b oth farmers and city dwellers. 
On 
every hand we find advertisements of 
commercial 
preparations 
containing 
vitamins which are more or less unpala­ 
tab le and expensive. 
However, there is a natural source 
of vitamins that 
Is very palatab le. 
Every vegetab le contains one or more 
of the essentials of vitamins, and 
some of the vegetab les are excee<li!» gly 
rich In all three vitamins. With plenty 
of vegetab les in the diet, no artificial, 
high-priced source of vitamins Is nec­ 
essary. 
This is b ut one of the many 
reasons why every farmer and city man 
w'ho has the availab le land should have 
an adequate home vegetab le garden. 
A carefully thought-out plan of the 
home garden will eliminate confusion, 
loss of time and effdrt, oversights and 
errors in planting. 
Right now, b efore 
the rush of spring work b egins, is the 
time to plan the home garden. 
F'irst of all, on the farm at least, the 
size and exact location of the garden 
should b e determined. A well-drained 
place Is essential, a south slope Is 
preferab le, and It should he planted In 
long rows, and never in hetls, for b eds 
require a maximum of hand lab or. The 
farm garden should he planned for 
horse cultivation; therefore the rows 
should he long enough to avoid too fre­ 
quent turning. Consequently, the b est 
shape for a farm garden Is rather long 
and narrow, and it sliould cover ab out 
half an acre In onler to supply a suf­ 
ficient quantity and assortment of vege­ 
tab les throughout the season. 
The most common ob jection to thak- 
Ing a garden Is the amount of lab or In- 
volvetl, yet most gardens are planted 
w’lthout considering methods of saving 
lab or. If a farm garden Is planned in 
long rows for horse cultivation, and 
prepared with horse tools for planting, 
verj' little hand lab or is necessary' In 
the garden. A correctly phinne<l half- 
acre garden requires no more time in 
cultivation than a half-acre of corn. 
Every f:iriner finds time to cultivate 
his corn, yet many farmers think tliey 
haven’t time to cultivate a garden. This 
is due to errors In planning the garden, 
or pfffir judgment of values, for the 
value of vegetab les that can b e raised 
on a half-acre is fifteen to twenty times 
the value of the corn or any other fann 
crop that can b e raised on the same 
area. 
Having decided on the size and the 
shape of the garden the next step Is 
to draw* a plan to scale on paper. 
Then decide upon the assortment of 
vegetab les to b e grown and work out 
on this plan the b est arrangement of 
these vegetab les. The completed plan 
should show the exact location and 
ainmint of each vegetab le, the varieties 
stdected and the approximate time of 
planting. Then see<l should he ordered 
in accordance with tlie plan. 
In this 
way everything will b e in readiness for 
t the ganlening seasm) and the planting 
can b egin at the first opportunity an« l 
proceed without loss of time t^r con­ 
fusion. If it is found that the amounts 
of some vegetab les were in excess of 
the wants of the family, while insutli- 
cient quantities of other vegetab les 
were produced these pcdnts should he 


grouped according to their temperatur« 
requirements so that each group may 
he planted at the proper season, 
lo 
no other way will the mnxinium re­ 
turns from the garden b e secured with 
a minlinuni of lab or. It Is In the work­ 
ing out of this arrangement to the 
b est advantage, that u plan on paper 
is especially valuab le. 
By grouping 
the vegetab les according to their tem­ 
perature requirements, the planting of 
cool season crops may b egin at one side 
of the garden as early as the season 
penults; and, as the season advances, 
plantings may b e made b y groups of 
the more tender vegetab les. This will 
reduce the numb er of plantings and 
each group may he plante<l and tended 
as one crop. 
Why not get some seed 
catalogues and sit down right now and 
make a plan that you can easily carry 
through for an adequate home veg­ 
etab le garden?

organizations, training cow testers for 
them, and otherwise keeping the or­ 
ganizations in smooth running order. 
(2) 
Co-Dperative Dairy Bull Asso­ 
ciations.—It is rci ogiiized that b y b et­ 
ter b reeding of dairy cattle the milk 
producing ahiliiy of the future herds 
can Im materially Increastsl. 
This is, 
b rought ab out in the most economic 
manner b y the c<M>perative ownership 
of dulrj’ sires. There are in this state

Individuals In the flock are to have 
the responsib ility of producing the* 
year’s crop of young chicks. 
It will 
usually he worth while to have a 
small b reeding pen, perhap« ? ten hens 
and a rooster, especially selected for 
the characteristics that are desirab le 
In next year’s laying flock. The b irds 
that make up this pen should he 
chosen with a definite Idea In mind 
so that some real progress can b e 
made. 
First of all, they must b e vigorous 
and healthy. 
Every chicken has a 
right to a fair start b y b eing well- 
hatched and this : ust b egin with the 
vigor and stamina of the parent stock. 
In the second place, the selection 
should include only b irds that are 
typical of the b reed they represent 
end as near perfection as is possib le 
within the limits of availab le indi­ 
viduals. There !s ; great deal of sat­ 
isfaction as well as a definite money 
value to b e gained b y producing a 
flock that 4s uniform * i type and color. 
The successful b reeder m uit form a 


mental picture of an ideal male and 
female toward which to b e working. 
This Ideal should he high enough so 
that more than a single year’s effort 
will b e requited tr attain It. and yet 
not so far removed as to b e di.scourag- 
tog. 
A few general ftatem entj can b e 
made to apply fo 
b reeds 
Select 
rather deep, full-b odied b .rds with 
b road b acks. 
>’Uch b irds p<» ssess an 
adequate capacity to utilize fo« >d. See 
that they have '^ufficiently heavy b one 
to support a system that may b e 
called upon for the strain of long-con­ 
tinued egg production. If the parents 
don’t show these characteristics It Is 
useless to expect them In the offspring. 
A b right, clear, prominent eye Is al­ 
ways desirab le. If conditions are such 
as to w arrant the use of two oi' more 
b reeding pens, b e sure to mark the 
chicks from each so that they can he 
distinguished later In the season.

sirab le b reeders can b e located.

Planning the Hom e Garden 


Any scheme that would reduce the 
high cost of living and that would sup­ 
ply the health-giving, energy-promoting 
vitamins should be of vital interest to 
both farmers and city dwellers. 
On 
every hand we find advertisements of 
commercial 
preparations 
containing 
vitamins which are more or less unpala­ 
table and expensive. 
However, there is a natural source 
of vitamins that is very palatable. 
Every vegetable contains one or more 
of the essentials of vitamins, 
and 
some of the vegetables are exceedingly 
rich In all three vitamins. With plenty 
of vegetables in the diet, no artificial, 
high-priced source of vitamins is nec­ 
essary. 
This is hut one of the many 
reasons why every farmer and city man 
who has the available land should have 
an adequate home vegetable garden. 
A carefully thought-out plan of the 
home garden will eliminate confusion, 
loss of time and effort, oversights and 
errors in planting. 
Right now, before 
the rush of spring work begins, is the 
time to plan the home garden. 
First of all, on the farm at least, the 
size and exact location of the garden 
should be determined. 
A well-drained 
place is essential, a south slope is 
preferable, and it should be planted in 
long rows, and never in beds, for beds 
require a maximum of hand labor. The 
farm garden should be planned for 
horse cultivation; therefore the rows 
should be long enough to avoid too fre­ 
quent turning. Consequently, the best 
shape for a farm garden is rather long 
and narrow, and it should cover about 
half an acre in order to supply a suf­ 
ficient quantity and assortment of vege­ 
tables throughout the season. 
The most common objection to til ak­ 
ing a garden is the amount of labor in­ 
volve!], yet most gardens are planted 
without considering methods of saving 
labor. If a farm garden is planned in 
long rows for horse cultivation, and 
prepared with horse tools for planting, 
veryr little hand labor Is necessary in 
the garden. A correctly planned half­ 
acre garden requires no more time in 
cultivation than a half-acre of corn. 
Every farmer finds time to cultivate 
his corn, yet many farmers think they 
haven’t time to cultivate a garden. This 
is due to errors in planning the garden, 
or \A)T judgment of values, for the 
value of vegetables that can be raised 
on a lialf-acre is fifteen to twenty times 
the value of the corn or any other farm 
crop that can be raised on the same 
area. 
Having decided on the size and the 
shape of the garden the next step is 
to draw n plan to scale on paper. 
Then decide upon the assortment of 
vegetables to be grown and work out 
on this plan the best arrangement of 
these vegetables. The completed plan 
should show' the exact location and 


grouped according to their temperature 
requirements so that each group may 
be planted at the proper season. 
In 
no other way will the maximum re­ 
turns from the garden be secured with 
a minimum of labor. It Is in the work­ 
ing out of this arrangement to the 
best advantage, that a plan on paper 
is especially valuable. 
By grouping 
the vegetables according to their tem­ 
perature requirements, the planting of 
cool season crops may begin at one side 
of the garden as early as the season 
permits; and, as the season advances, 
plantings may be made tty groups of 
tile more tender vegetables. This will 
reduce the number of plantings and 
each group may be planted and tended 
as one crop. 
Why not get some seed 
catalogues and sit down right now and 
make a plan that you can easily carry 
through for an adequate home veg­ 
etable garden?

1 sight in planning, for there are at least 
twenty-five easily grown 
vegetables 
that are generally grown in cadi local­ 
ity. 
Forty-six different kinds of veg­ 
etables and many varieties of ea<h 
kind were grown In the university gar- 
i dens during the past summer.

University Service to Dairym en 


Ten general methods are used by 
the university in disseminating dairy 
information to the dairy farmers of 
Illinois. 
These methods, which have 
been used to a greater or less degree, 
are as follows: 
(1) Cow Testing Associations.—The 
object of cow ieating associations is 
to improve the dairy conditions of the 
members of the various associations 
in the state. 
This is accomplished 
through the aid of a cow tester, em­ 
ployed by each association, w’hose 
duty is to keep individual feed, milk, 
and butter fat records on each cow’ 
In the association and to advise the 
dairymen as to the more economic 
feeding of their animals and to be of 
help to these dairymen in any manner 
possible. 
At present we have in Illi­ 
nois 28 active cow testing associa­ 
tions, with several more in the process 
of organization. 
Due to the large amount of detail 
work connected with the cow testing 
associations it was necessary to em­ 
ploy Mr. C. S. Rhode to devote his en­ 
tire time to that project. 
Mr. Rhode 
spends his time visiting these various 
organizations, training cow testers for 
them, and otherwise keeping the or­ 
ganizations in smooth running order. 
(2) 
Co-Operative Dairy Bull Asso­ 
ciations.—It is recognized that by bet­ 
ter breeding of dairy cattle the milk 
producing ability of tile future herds 
can be materially increased. 
This is 
brought about iii the most economic 
manner by the co-operative ownership 
of dairy sires. There are in this state I 
a large number of dairy bulls of the 
various dairy breeds owned in a co­ 
operative manner-^ 
(3) 
Dairy Trans.—By the use of 
dairy trains a la”ge number of farm­ 
ers can be reached in a short time at 
a minimum expense. During the past 
year one such special train lins been 
operated over tile lines of the C. & E. 
I. railroad through southern Illinois. 
(4) 
Fanners* Institutes.-—Several 
farmers’ institutes are attended each 
year by members of tile dairy depart­ 
ment. 
(5) 
Agricultural Short Courses.— 
Agricultural short courses held 
in 
township high schools, small colleges, 
and by county advisers are becoming 
more numerous. 
By supplying speak­ 
ers for these short courses It is pos­ 
sible to reach a large number of farm­ 
ers in a comprehensive manner. Usual­ 
ly from two to five lectures on the 
subject of dairying are given at each 
short course. 
(6) 
Special Dairy Meetings.—The 
greater part of the time of the exten­ 
sion staff is devoted to special dairy 
meetings, usually arranged through the 
county advisors. 
At such meetings 
special dairy subjects can be taken 
up. 
(7) 
Lantern Slid^.—A set of lan­ 
tern slides has been prepared and Is 
loaned free of charge to any one de­ 
siring same. 
Til# subject of this set 
is “Breeds of Dairy Cattle.” 
(8) 
Agricultural Short Course.—An 
agricultural short course is usually 
given each year b\ the College of 
Agriculture. 
This short course lasts 
ten days and a series of dairy lectures 
is given, which reach a large number 
of farmers. 
(9) 
Breed Organizations.—When­ 
ever there is sufficient interest in any 
breed of dairy cattle within a county 
the extension division assists those 
breeders in organizing a county breed­ 
ers’ association. 
(10) 
Cattle Exchange.—The mem­ 
bers of the extension staff do not pur­ 
chase cattle for an individual or group 
of farm ers, but they will assist In lo­ 
cating such cattle and offering their 
best judgment upon the advisability of 
purchasing such animals.

How Invention of Printing Machine 
Completely Revolutionized the 
Calico Industry, 


In the days before the printing ma­ 
chine was invented or even until its 
use became general, calico cloth was 
printed by hand by the block method.* 
By this method the design was out­ 
lined on the surface of a wooden block, 
the outlines were bounded by pieces of 
brass or copper and the surface filled 
in with felt to hold th.* color, and 
sometimes designs of as many as 
three or four colors were printed by 
this method. When the block was com­ 
pleted it was dipped in a color box and 
the pattern was then Impressed upon 
the fabric by stamping by hand; and 
for each color to be printed the cloth 
had to be stamped by a separate op­ 
eration. 
The work was slow and la­ 
borious and in printing oven some pat­ 
terns that were printed in those days 
it would take a man and one or two 
helpers a whole year to print as many 
modern printing machine in probably 
a day or little more.—Boston Tran­ 
script.

Poultry Breeding Stock 


It will soon be time to decide which 
Individuals in tbe flock are to have 
the responsibility of producing the* 
year’s crop of young chicks. 
It will 
usually be worth while to have a 
small breeding pen, perhaps ten hens 
and a rooster, especially selected for 
the characteristics that are desirable 
in next year’s laying flock. The birds 
that make up this pen should he 
chosen with a definite Idea in mind 
so that some real progress can be 
made. 
First of all, they must he vigorous 
and healthy. 
Every chicken has a 
right to a fair start by being well- 
hatched and this J ust begin with the 
vigor and stamina of the parent stock. 
In the second place, the selection 
should Include only birds that are 
typical of the breed they represent 
and as near perfection as is possible 
within the limits of available indi­ 
viduals. T h e re ’s ; great deal of sat­ 
isfaction as well as a definite money 
value to be gained by producing a 
flock that-is uniform *i type and color. 
Rte successful I reader muff form a 


mental picture of an ideal male and 
female toward which to he working. 
This ideal should he high enough so 
that more than a single year’s effort 
will be required tr attain it. and yet 
not so far removed as to be discourag­ 
ing. 
A few general statement.? can be 
made to apply to all breeds 
Select 
rather deep, full-bodied birds with 
broad backs, 
iffich birds possess an 
adequate capacity to utilize food. See 
that they have sufficiently heavy bone 
to support a system that may be 
called upon for the strain of long-con­ 
tinued egg production. If the parents 
don’t show these characteristics it is 
useless to expect them in the offspring. 
A bright, clear, prominent eye is al­ 
ways desirable. If conditions are such 
as to warrant the use of two or* more 
breeding pens, be sure to mark the 
chicks from each so that they can be 
distinguished later in the season. 
It 
is only in this way that the more de­ 
sirable breeders can be located. 
Finally, don’t give up just because 
last year’s results w’eren’t all that you 
had hoped. 
Mosjt breeders have that 
disappointment efvery year.

Requires Physical Training. 
Physical education in Illinois would 
he required of every “normal” school 
child by a bill introduced in the sen­ 
ate by Senator Wright. Tile bill makes 
It mandatory upon all school boards to 
establish courses of physical education 
and training and requires that after 
August SI, 1924, no student shall be 
graduated who has not completed a 
year's work in physical training. 
All persons taking courses preparing 
them to teach are required under the 
bill to take one of the courses in 
physical education, and the state nor­ 
mal school hoard is directed to estab­ 
lish a special curriculum for the train­ 
ing of expert supervisors and social 
teachers in physical education.

Recently a woman, Josie Gregory, 
made a deathbed confession, declar­ 
ing that Tidwell was Innocent and that 
her late husband, Robert Gregory, 
killed Brown, and that both of them, 
as well as relatives, sw-ore to false evi­ 
dence at Tidwell’s trial in 1900. Brown 
was mysteriously shot to death In 1899 
while riding along a highway to his 
farm. Tidwell was at the time em­ 
ployed on the farm and suspicion fas­ 
tened on him, as lie had quarreled with 
Brown shortly before the tragedy. 
Enough circumstantial evidence w*as 
introduced by witnesses to convict 
him, despite the fight of his attorneys. 
I 
Finds Changed World. 
Tidwell, wfho is part Cherokee In­ 
dian, found a different world when re* 
leased. Twenty-two years ago he went 
to the federal prison at Atlanta, Ga. 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory still 
were the frontier.” Then small villages 
of one-story unpainted houses and the 
council fires of the tribe formed the 
outstanding picture of youth. Now he 
is trying to become accustomed to sky­ 
scrapers, elevators, street cars, auto­ 
mobiles, and Indians dressed In the 
height of the white man’s fashions.

It was Tidwell’s only sor­ 
row that his motlier is not living to 
rejoice with him.
